It is not necessary for me to comment 
on the situation because we are all so 
glad and thankful that the- present 
state of affairs are as favorable as they

Our unit,' which, as you Mpw 
has been so steadily busy since last 
July, was in the middle of the melee 
up to the last. In fact, 'we were in the 
lead, of an advance on November 7, -so 
you see I had quite" a celebration for 
my 24th anniversary and birthday. One

•Sedan and I was within nine kilome- 
ters of the place myself. 
"Undoubtedly the war is over,. We 
all think so and are feeling pretty good 
about it, and are mighty glad that we 
have 'come through.'

All right, and then I'll tell you 
all about it 
"We can tell more than we could 


but I must not overstep tfie mark so 
am saving lots of things till later. Be- 
sides, we all know that I can talk bet- 
ter than I can write. 
"I had the pleasure of spending a 


fe whours in tb,e city of Luxemburg 
yesterday and am mailing you a little 
album of the' things I should have vis- 
ited. But my time was so short and 
the day was so foggy that the only 
satisfaction I had from my visit was 
some writing paper, a few candles, and 
two big square meals. Naturally the 
meals were the best of all from my 
viewpoint. 
It was also my first rail- 
road ride in Europe in a passenger 
coach, all other trips were in 32 hom- 
mes, eight cheveaux box cars—I. e., 32 
men or eight horses. 
Also my first 


leave from camp outside of a few 
passes to neighboring towns. 


"Of course I must take, the precau 


tion to send my Christmas greeting to 
you folks at home' for fear my next 
letter may not get to you in time. And 
with this meager greeting I extend my 
wishes for a happy New Year and hope 
it starts m a new way with a new 
ideal and a new world.
